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CONTEMPORARY FRENCH LANDSCAPE PHOTOGRAPHY 
Through March 1 

The landscape of modern France is the subject of l4 photographs by four 
contemporary French photographers, on view in The Cleveland Museum of Art's 
Gallery D through March 1, 1987 . The show coincides with a major exhibition of 
masterpieces by Impressionist and Post-Impressionist painters, many of whom 
also chose the French countryside as their subject. 

Each of the four artists approaches the landscape differently; their 
concerns range from recording the effects of industrialization on the 
environment to achieving continuity with the long tradition of landscape 
photography in France. 

Sophie Ristelhueber records mountainous terrain in large black-and-white 
photographs taken from an elevated perspective. In a 1984-85 work, Saint- 
Mlchel-les-Portes . a masonry aqueduct contrasts with the ruggedness of the 
mountains behind. Color photographs by Jean-Louis Garnell graphically document 
the intrusion of civilization on the natural environment. 

Daniel Boudinet's style is more picturesque, and his silvery images of 
rural landscapes are reminiscent of mid-19th-century Barbizon painting. 
Photographs by Suzanne Lafont, who also works in black and white, depict the 
French coastline at various tidal levels. Her photographs are imbued with a 
soft, hazy light, which contrasts with the crisply-detailed appearance of the 
vegetation in the foreground. 

All of the works are on loan from the artists. The exhibition was 
organized by Curator of Contemporary Art Tom Hinson.
